NEBRASKA HIGH 


Wyoming Producers Pe- 
tition Commission For 


Reduction.

WASHINGTON, April 21 — And 


still complaints concerning freight 
rates on coal shipped into Nebraska 
from nearby producing states, hurry 
Into the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The latest concerns rates 
from southern Wyoming. 


On behalf of coal producers in 


the Hanna, Rock Springs, and Kern- 
merer districts of Wyoming, the 
Southern Wymogin Coal Operators 
association has filed a complaint 
with the I C. C. asking lower rates 
to Nebraska. 
It cites recents reductions on coal 


rates from southern Illinois, west- 
ern 
Kentucky, 
Oklahoma 
and 
Arkansas to Nebraska particularly 
the eastern part, and also the in- 
troduction of pipe lines carrying oil 
and gas to Nebraska as evidence of 
the ne^d for reductions from Wyom- 
ing-if the mines in that state are 
to compete with mines in other 
states for Nebraska trade. 
The brief says- "The coal industry 


in those districts (Hanna, Kemmer- 
er and Rock Springs) was devel- 
oped, and its future existence is de- 
pendent to a marked degree upon 
the ability of the producers therein 
and shippers therefrom to dispose 
of substantial quantities of their 
coal in Nebraska " 
Compared with rates of their 


competitors, the present rates from 
Wyoming are "unjust and unrea- 
sonable and are impeding the free 
movement of coal from Wyoming 
to pomts in Nebraska " 
The present rate relationshio be- 


tween the three Wyoming coal dis- 
tricts, with Hanna rates being about 
50 cents per ton less than those 
from Rock Springs and Kemmerer, 
is considered satisfactory by the 
complainants. 
The I C. C. has set another re- 


cent coal rate complaint, that made 
by the Nebraska state railway com- 
mission against high rates on coal 
from Colorado, for hearing on June

classes. L.H. Alberty, supervisor of 
industrial arts, reported that goggles 
were not provided because of the 
possibility of the spread of con- 
tagious eye diseases through the 
common use of a single set of the 
eye 
protectors. Alberty's 
report 
stated that a glass shield, which he 
deemed adequate, was attached to 
the emery wheels, and that print- 
ed instructions for the use of the 
apparatus were provided. 
Recommend Provision. 


Charles Stuart and Dr. B. F. 


3ailey both stated energetically that 
;he goggles should be required. Al- 
though Dr. Bailey minimized the 
danger of contagious eye disease, 
-ie recommended that either indi- 
vidual goggles should be provided 
for each pupil, or that a single.'

Cutting His Appropria- 


tion Is Victory for 


Underworld. 


Denying that his office had ever 


been used for political purposes, ant* 
aeclaring that reduction of his 
litigation 
fund 
from 
$29,000 to 


$15,000 cut off every cent he has 
for law enforcement and cripples 
his office in protecting the inter- 
ests of the state, Attorney General 
J. A. Sorensen Tuesday morning 
ssued a statement attacking the 
litigation fund reduction made by 
the senate finance committee. 
The reduction, he said, was made 
in spite of a 35 per cent increase 
of work of the attorney general's 
office during the last two years. 
He predicted the work would be 
leavier during the next two. He 
also cited figures showing successive 
reductions of the litigation fund 
from 
$50,000 for 3919 - 1921 to 


$20,000 for 1927-'28. He was allowed 
$30,000 for 1929-1930. 
"It cuts off every cent I have for 


aw enforcement," the attorney gen- 
eral charged, referring to the re- 
duction of his litigation, fund 
to 


$15,000. The litigation fund is in 
addition to appropriations allowed 
or lawyers regularly on his staff 
and a $5,000 appropriation for costs 
and judgments. 
Sorensen called it a great victory 


'or the underworld, charging that 
jootleggers, gamblers and prosti- 
;utes could run away with the 
state. He also objected to the con- 
tention of Senators Reed and Rod- 
man that enforcement should be in 
the hands of local officials. 


He charged that Senator Reed, as 
an official at Ak-Sar-Ben horse 
•aces had been paid $20 a day and 
;hat he did everything in his power 
:o prevent Sorensen from stopping 
•he gambling on the races. Since 
;hen, he claimed, Reed has not 
spoken to him.

'PHILADELPHIA, April 21—(/?)— 
The long-term trend of living con- 
ditions in this country is upward, 
and will continue so, W. W. Atter- 
bury, president of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, said today in addressing 
the Philadelphia Bond club. It is 
possible, he added, to go too fast 
or to try to do too much at one 
time. 
"We will get out of our present 


difficulties." Mr. Atterbury said, "as 
all great fundamentally rich coun- 
tries have invariably done in the 
past, and I hope we shall manage to 
do so with the minimum amount of 
'muddling through.' 
"The maintenance of high living 
standards is a fine and laudable 
national ambition, but perhaps we 
shall be on our way faster toward 
recovery with general realization of 
the lact that sound economic laws 
still govern and control as always, 
even in this, our so-called new era." 
Mr. Atterbury said that the ten- 
dency to single out the railroads 
and differentiate them from other 
forms of industry in .xpressing con- 
cern for them in the present bus- 
mebS situation was 'unwarranted. 
He expressed the opinion that the 
effect of business depression upon 
railroads has been much the same 
as upon industry and commerce in 
general, and that when conditions 
improve here and abroad, railroad 
traffic and earnings would pick up 
equally with the production of steel 
mills, coal mines and automobile 
plants.

d'Annunzio has been a legendary, 
but hardly an angelic poet-lovqf. 


Yet "Gabriel the Archangel" is 


the title of a new biography of 
the Italian poet, written by Fe- 
derico Nardelli and translated by 
Arthur Livingston. 


The archangellc motif Is carried 
throughout the ~book, in itself an 
almost lyrical narrative. The arch- 
angel is even made to fall, using 
the customary phrase. 


Archangel. 
It was at a very early age, in 
lis nocturnal escapades caused the 
instructors considerable anxiety. 
The biographer dispels legends* 
about the poet's own birth, "Ga- 
briele was born in 1863 into a re- 
spectable 
middle-class 
home in 
Pescara, an Adriatic village. His 
own statement that he was born 
'in the year 1864, aboard the bar- 
kentine Irene, at sea, in the Adri- 
atic," seems to have been mere 
poetic license. 


Gabriele had a way with the 
girls, and soon after he broke into 
verse at the age of 15 he became 
a social lion.

Thus he met a 
Duchess of Gallese. He promptly 
eloped with her noble daughter. 
But he was not a faithful hus- 
band. His first contract with a 
publisher had provided that the 
publisher should open accounts at

sweethearts." 
There were to be many more 
sweethearts. 
"Many of the women of d'An- 
nunzio's grandest love affairs are 
still alive," the biographer notes. 
To speak 'of them, therefore, by 
name is forbidden." 
But several can be named, among 
hem Eleonora Duse, the actress, 
or whom the poet fashioned plays 
;hat cost her more money than 
they earned. NardeM •writes of the 
x>et's career in politics and avia- 
;ion, but even that is linked with 
his amours. 
D'Annunzio now lives In a lake- 
side villa, •with two of his most 
faithful feminine friends, the bi- 
ographer notes. 
The poet has 
never been reticent about putting 
. experiences In his writings. 
Nardelli calls his poetry "porno- 
graphic."

CANADA AND TEXAS 


Improvement in System 


Will Provide Outlet 
For More Traffic. 


When Governor Bryan sanctioned 


the completion of the road from 
the state line near Summerfield, 
Kas to a point seven and one-half 
mile's north of the Kansas-Nebraska 
line to intersect Nebraska state 
highway No. 4, another obstacle to 
the completion of the Broadway of 
America highway from Galveston, 
Tex. to Winnipeg, Can. was success- 
fully hurdled. 
During the past two years high- 


way divisions of the various cham- 
bers of commerce in the interested 
states have attempted to put into 
state care a highway which would 
open up he territory in northern 
Kansas and Southern Nebraska 
which has heretofore been isolated 
from any consequential state or fed- 
eral roads. 
Early last week a delegation of 


men from Kansas and Nebraska 
awaited the governor and State 
Engineer Cochran to promote the 
opening of the questioned unim- 
proved road from Summerville to 
highway No. 4. 


Confer With Bryan. 


After conferring with the state 


legal department Governor Bryan 
announced to the delegation that it 
would be possible to open the seven 
and one-half mile strip and assured 
them that grading and graveling 
work would be completed by fall.

ferences between state authorities 
of Kansas and Nebraska and citi- 
zens of both states who have worked 
untiringly in behalf of the new 
highway project.

> A CALL TO THE. "WEST." 


• Governor Harry H. Woodring's call to the Corn Belt 
to organize itself for the purpose of promoting Its 
particular interests politically is not original. Period- 
ically the embattled west has been called together by 
those who were hopeful of making it a cohesive, ef- 
fective factor in national affairs. Unfortunately little 
has ever come of it. 


The Corn Belt is an agricultural empire,'. Eural 


life has seemed to breed a certain sturdy quality of 
independence which-makes for individual rather than 
group action. It is the Central West which has kept 
the flaming spirit of insurgency alive. It and all of- 
its spokesmen protidly proclaim it wears no man's 
collar. That is the reason why the west has been un- 
able to unite or agree upon a concerted program of 
action. Even its own selfish economic interest has 
been unable to produce a spirit of unity. 


But Governor Woodring of .Kansas projects a pro- 


gram which varies from others which have been pro- 
posed. He has called a meeting to be held in Wichi- 
ta on the afternoon of May 19. To this meeting he 
has invited the governors of nine states, including 
Nebraska, Arkansas, New Mexico, Texas, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Oklahoma, and Missouri. All of them ex- 
cept Wyoming have democratic governors. All of them 
except Kansas, and Wyoming must be Classed as 
either democratic or "doubtful states." In the last 
classification come Nebraska, New Mexico, Colorado, 
Oklahoma and Missouri. Wyoming and Kansas are 
generally republican; Texas and Ariansai gener- 
ally democratic. In spite of the mining interests of 
Coloradoi and the oil resources of Texas and Wyom- 
ing, there is a close community interest between the 
nine states. Their major wealth comes from some 
branch of agriculture. They provide the nation with 
most of its meat, much of its wheat, and cotton and 
also contribute heavily to.the production of other 


^farm crops. 


Governor Woodring in issuing his call points out 


that New England now has an association designed to 
promote the sectional interests of that region. It was 
born out of the adversity which Visited New England 
in the removal of scores of huge industrial enterprises 
into the South. The states to-which Governor Wood- 
ring appeals, at least some^of them, feel they "have 
been discriminated against in the administration of 
national affairs. In transportation rates, in tariff 
legislation, and in many,other matters under the su- 
pervision of the national-government, they have tak- 
en it on the chin., . 


•' • • 


There Is one thing which the East understands. It 


Is bloc voting. For more than ten years it has been 
riding in the saddle triumphantly because its repre- 
sentatives in congress have stuck together. The in- 
dustrial bloc may have its differences but it has nev- 
er permitted them to Interfere with the program 
which has seemed vital to the continued material de- 
velopment of that section. It has been a solid blccfc 
in support of every measure which it brought forward 
while the West and the Central West have been fight- 
Ing among themselves. 


Theoretically at least sectionalism is to be deplored. 


Generally it Is narrow and restricted in its policies. 
If the West is ultimately driven to ic, the step will be 
taken in self-defense. It will cling together, vote to- 
gether, and fight 
shoulder to shoulder because it 


would be suicide to continue a separate course. We 
have lacked a sectional consciousness. 


In the last fifteen years the states embraced in 


Governor Woodring's call have made the most sub- 
stantial growth of any in the union in the face of the 
greatest obstacles. Then- resources were great and 
relatively undeveloped. They^have had what New Eng- 
land never possessed—rich, fertile soil in unlimited 
amounts. 
But the natural industrial development 
. Which should have been theirs eluded their grasp be- 


cause the East, in control, has managed to fix dis- 
criminatory transportation rates on raw materials and 
finished products. So long as the West was confront- 
ed with the problem of cheap fuel and cheap power 
the discrimination was not so damaging. But now 
that is ended, and the West has adequate cheap pow- 
er and fuel. It will gradually acquire the industry 
because It is no longer economic to ship raw materials 
East and ship the finished 
products back again. 


There is the assurance industry will shift from the 
regions -which have housed it to the sections which 
produce the materials to be manufactured. The next 
fifty years should witness a remarkable development 
in the section to which Govemo.- Woodring appeals. 
Only our own failure to appreciate the opportuni- 
ties ahead will sacrifice the progress which should be 
recorded. 


CALUXG IT BLAH. 


The old assertion that home-making and mother- 


hood furnish the greatest career for women is severe- 
ly taken to task by a woman writer in a recent arti- 
cle commenting: on the fact that the attempt to list 
the twelve greatest living women contained no name 
selected as ?„ great mother. 


"Is It at all strange," she asks, "that the average 


intelligent girl is beginning to understand that the 
loud talk about the great work of motherhood Is 
morfly blah?" 


There is ground for the real suspicion that the 


•writer has misplaced the blah, 


There Is no blah about the contribution of fine 


American mothers In moulding the character of their 
sons and daughters. It is too rich, too deep, too 
significant to be -waved from the hctMetops like the 
achievements of a novelist or a social welfare worker. 


Tfctre Is no blah about the encouragement a mother 


gives, -which trades and directs her children from 
their first steps until they gradually slip away into 
the worfe of the •world. It is not publicised It is not 
advertised. It Js not heralded to the ssies. That 
makes It no less worthy. 


Only a mother can know the cares and the joys 


of those efforts. Only a son or a daughter can rec- 
ognize the eternal valtars of those efforts. To the su- 
perficial writer, they may be blah. To the individ- 
ual -whose life has emerged from the friendly and 
sympathetic counsel of an Intelligent mither. -who 
feu felt her sorrow at s deed poorly done, Fhose heart 


has leaped at the encouragement given » deed1 well 
done, there can be no greater value in life than those 
deeply hidden but eternal qualities of motherhood. 


NEBRASKA CRIME NEWS. 
« 


The last of three men who attempted to rob the 


Falter clothing store at Falls City several months ago 
has been captured and has confessed and is' now fac- 
ing a term in the penitentiary. One of the others 
was killed by detectives In Omaha and the other Is, 
serving a term In the Kansas penitentiary for the 
Hiawatha bank robbery. The fate of these men who 
chose lives of crime reminds one thaf criminal news 
in Nebraska in recent months has been not only in- 
teresting, but unusual. 


A number of months ago three youths held up the 


bank-at Howe; they are now In the penitentiary. 


A few weeks since two young men robbed the bank 


at Daykin; they are also in the penitentiary. 


Some time ago a quartet held up the bank at Hay 


Springs. They were captured at widely separated 
places and are now in the penitentiary. 


About a year ago a man threatened to blow up a 


bank at Minden and escaped with a large amount of 
mone;', which he compelled one of the men connected 
with the institution to hand over to him. He is in 
the penitentiary. 


A Columbus resident who had borne a good repu- 


tation held up and robbed the bank at Lushton sev- 
eral months ago. He was sent to the penitentiary. 


Ten days ago three Omaha youths in attempting to 


hold up a filling station there, shot and killed a po- 
licemen. They have been captured and face life im- 
prisonment. 


Several -months ago two men held up and robbed 


a bank at Genoa. Both are in the penitentiary. 


Three men robbed a bank at Hastings. One was 


shot and is now awaiting trial, while the identities of 
the others are known and ultimate capture is prac- 
tically certain. 


Six Lincoln boys, all under twenty years of age, 


pulled off seven robberies and two abductions. Five 
of them are now in the state reformatory and one in 
the industrial school. 


In Lincoln alone, since last September, fourteen 


holdup artists have been captured and all sent to the 
penitentiary except the six youths previously men- 
tioned. 


As is remarked by the Nebraska City News-Press, 


this is the sort of crime news which should be ex- 
ploited by the newspapers. It shows that the "easy 
money" reputed to be the reward'of crime is not al- 
ways so easy. The way of the criminal leads to in- 
evitable ruin and disgrace. 


THE ISSUE IS BREAD. 


The political utterance.of United States Senator J. 


Hamilton Lewis of Illinois Saturday night is one of 
the most significant of recent months. Mr. Lewis, 
resplendid in cutaway, grey vest and trousers and 
spats, pink whiskers just a bit more trim than usual, 
said bread and not booze was the major issue in 
America. He indicated his sharp disagreement with 
National' Chairman John J. Raskob, of the democratic 
committee, and said that if an attempt was made 
to make the liquor issue paramount in the next cam- 
paign he would fight it. 


To appreciate the full force of Senator Lewis' dec- 


laration, it will be recalled he has been classed as one 
of the outstanding "wets" in the democratic party. He 
ran against Mrs. McCormlck as a "wet." He urged 
repeal of the Volstead act and modification of the 
Eighteenth amendment. If there is anyone in the 
democratic party who might be expected to share 
ftaskob's views it would be J. Ham Lewis. He has 
been a consistent opponent of the prohibition policy 
ever since its adoption, and he represents a constitu- 
ency generally, conceded to be "wet." 


But It is sound advice which Lewis -offers his dem- 


ocratic associates. Liquor is not the issue which will 
decide the next presidential campaign in the event 
the democrats choose to wage the battle along eco- 
nomic lines. They have the choice, while the repub- 
licans must remain upon the defensive and meet the 
charges of their political enemies. With the problem 
of- unemployment still serious, with business and 
industry still confronted with depression, with lowered

THE GOLDEN AGE OF LITERATURE. 


Whoever it was who described the Elizabethan 


period as the golden age of literature had his eyes on 
something beside the exchequer. Recently cabled, re- 
port from london that Arnold Bennett, a distin- 
guished British novelist, had left an estate of approx- 
imately half a million dollars, -.vhich was the largest 
iterary fortune up to this time, has stirred up a con- 
troversy. Charles Dickens, who died in 1870, left 
nearly a half million dollars, the Kansas City star 
says. 


But jumping back beyond the present generation, 


the records reveal most of the writers were the Im- 
pecunious lot they are supposed to be. 


The last twenty-five years has in fact been the 


golden age of literature. In England Kipling, H. G. 
Wells, E. Phillips Oppenheim and John Galsworthy 
have become wealthy, if not ncn men through their 
literary efforts. America has been more kind to ther 
writers, however, than Europe. Mary Roberts Rine- 
lart Is said to have netted considerably more than a 
million dollars on one play -while her novels have ad- 
ded largely to her earnings, Booth Tarkington until 
recently enjoyed an income of many figures, -while 
Barold Bell Wright is said to have mopped up more 
than a million -with his books. Mrs. 'Wharton, George 
Ade, Owen Davis, Robert W. Chambers, Sinclair 
Lewis. Panny Hurst, Kathleen Norris, Edna Perber" 
and Rupert Hughes are some of "the better known 
novelists who have become exceedingly -wealthy. Anne 
Nichols is reported to have made a fortune of more 
than three million dollars from the one play: "Abie's 
Irish Rose." 
No one has any adequate idea of Will 


Rogers' earnings but they are said to exceed a half 
million dollars a year, largely augmented by -writing. 


It is a fact thousands of writers have failed to re- 


ceive material reward for their work but generally its 
lack of appeal explains their failure under present- 
day conditions. Genius no longer starves. It is re- 
ceived -with open arms, fed the fatted calf, and ar- 
rayed with purple. "Where It formerly had to be con- 
tent -with the reflcctton it might be increasing human 
happiness it now listens to the chink of golden coin.

My friend C. A. Sommer, former 
state accountant, tells me he has a 
sur»-fire formula for constructing 
even sided magic squares, such as 
4x4, 6x6. 8x8, and so on. Somewhere, 
tucked away with a mass of other 
papers, I have a formula for sach 
squares, but it is rather complHated 
and I have not given it much at- 
tention, 
There Is no more magic about a 
magic j<quare than ther;: is about a 


cr°ss-™>«* 
or a charade or 
an acrostic. But two hundred years 
ago, and even later, these squares 
were thought to have magic prop- 
erties which gave the possessor of 
one protection against evil spirits. 
It is said that Ben Franklin, that 
•versatile genius, spent many hours 
constructing 
magic squares and 
produced many especially difficult. 
So Christ Sommer and I need not 
be condemned for devoting an oc- 
casional half hour to the pastime of 
making magic squares. 
I use a Japanese 
formula for 
constructing odd-numbered squares, 
such as 3x3, 5x5, 7x7, and so on. It 
is not difficult to learn and will 
work for very large squares. Where 
the odd-numEered side is a com- 
posite, as for example, 9, 15, 21. and 
so on, the greater square can be 
composed of smaller ones and yet 
retain its character as a whole 
square. Thus, a 9x9 square can be 
made containing nine 3x3 squares. 
Although the usual rule is to use 
the numbers 1, 2, 2, 4, etc. this is 
not a necessity. 
Any arithmetic 
series, with any first term, and any 
common difference, may be used in 
constructing 
an 


magic square. For odd-numbered 


example, the 
simplest 3x3 square is as follows:

This totals 15 across, 
diagonally. If we let n 
the odd-numbered side of any size 
square, the center cell is to be 
filled with one-half of n square 
plus one: that is, as above, 3x3 plus 
I divided by 2 equals 5. Immediately 
above the center cell put n square 
(9) and immediately below put 1- 
Put n (3) in the cell immediately 
left of the center; and in the cell 
immediately right of the center put 
n square minus n and plus 3. that. 
is. 3x3 minus 3 and plus 1. or 7. This 
applies to all odd-numbered squares 
no matter how large, but, of coursa 
the five cells would have different 
figures, depending upon the value 
of n. 


Now beginning at the center, go- 
ing diagonally to the northwest. 
make a diminishing series with a 
common difference of l:,and going 
to the southeast an increasing series 
with a common difference of 1. 
Again starting at the center going 
to the northeast, make a diminish- 
ing scries with a common difference 
of 3. Again starting at the center 
going to the northeast, make a di- 
minishing series -with a common dif- 
ference of n: and to the southwest 
an increasing series with a common | 
difference of n. The same method 


applies to the four numbers above, 
below, and to ths ri?ht and left or 
the center cell. Th3 total of any 
line across, dovra or diagonally will 
bs n time ths center.

AT NOTRE DAME Knute Rockne 


LIFE STORY 


OF 
the Man 


Rockne's Mentor Accepts 


Appointment As 


Director. 


SOUTH BEND. Ind., April 21—W 


—Jesse Harper is coming back to 
Notre Dame to carry on for the 
man who carried on for him— 
Knute Rockne. 


Harper, athletic director at Notre 


Dame from 1913 to 1918, yesterday 
consented to return to serve In the 
same capacity, replacing Rockne, 
whose tragic death three weeks ago 
today robbed the institution of its 
athletic leader. Harper will assume 
his duties May 1, the Very Rev. 
Charles L. O'Donnell, president of 
the university, announced. 


Gave Rockne His Chance. 


Harper left Notre Dame after the 


1917 
football season to manage his 


father's ranch at Sitka, Kas., and 
prevailed upon the school's officials 
to give his assistant, Rockne, the 
job, although it was feared the lat- 
ter was too young. He never was 
out of contact with Notre Dame's 
athletic situation and will not find 
the position unfamiliar. 


Where Harper not only acted as 


director of athletics in 1913-18, but 
coached all major sports as well, he 
will do no active coaching this time. 
Athletic Administrator Only. 


He will direct the administrative 


affairs of the athletic department, 
leaving football to Senior 
Coach 


Heartley 
(Hunk) 
Anderson 
and 
Jack Chevigny, assistants to Rock- 
ne last year. 


George Keogan will continue to 


coach basketball and baseball, and 
Dr. John P. Nicholson will remain 
as track coach. 
Harper 
played 
football 
under 


Amos Alonzo Stagg, jr., at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, from which he 
was graduated 
in 1906. Baseball, 


however, was his best sport and he 
won letters in 1903 ,04, '05 '06. 
First Team Undefeated. 


His first' Notre Dame 
football 
team, the 1913 eleven, was undefeat- 
ed and astonished the football world 
by its use of the 
forward pass. 


Rockne caught the passes thrown 
by Charles E. (Gus) Dorais, now 
head coach at the University of De- 
troit. 
The next year, he 
appointed 


Rockne his assistant, and • together 
they developed the 
now 
famous 


shift. That year, Notre Dame won 
five games, losing to Army 
and 


Yale, and in 1915 lost only to Ne- 
braska. Army was the only team 
to down the Irish in 1916, while Ne- 
braska again ruined a perfect sea- 
son in 1917, Harper's last year. 
Had Winning Record. 


During his five seasons of football 


Notre Dame won 33 games, lost five 
and tied one. Harper's basketball 
teams won 57 games and lost 17, 
while his baseball and track teams 
did almost as well. 
Harper from Ashland, Kas.. ac- 


cepted the call from Notre Dame 
during a telephone conversation 
with Father O'Donnell. He said he 
was "glad to be called back, after 
being -a-way so long," and that he 
planned to continue the policies now 
pursued at Notre DbMe.

If there was one phase of football for which Kockne 


carried on a continuous campaign, it was that part of offen- 
sive tactics known as the "shift." 


The Notre Dame, or Kockne, system is based on the 


shift and when agitation started against it a few years ago, 
Rockne led in the counter-offensive, being supported by 
coaches whom he had developed, by Howard Jones of South- 
ern California and chiefly by "Doc" Spears of Oregon. 


That Notre Dame Shift. 
' 


Rockne has said that the shift 


•was not his invention. From time 
to time, he presented a different 
version of its discovery. The popu- 
lar ''theory is that Jess Harper 
brought it to Notre Dame, having 
seen something of it demonstrated 
by A. A. Stagg of Chicago. 
I do not propose to fix the dis- 
tinction of the discovery of the 
shift. For the purpose of this nar- 
rative I am concerned only with 
the arrival of the shift at Notre 
Dame and its development. 
Harper's testimony on this subject, 


while not coinciding with the pop- 
ular theory, is, nevertheless, highly 
interesting. The Notre Dame shift, 
it seems, was not discovered by 
anyone. Like Topsy, it just "growed." 
But let Harper tell it. 
Stagg Tried It Out. 


"I was in-and out of Chicago." he 


says, "and heard, upon my return, 
that Stagg had been shifting his 
line. I have reason to believe that 
'Doc' Williams copied something of 
that and went on to develop it. I 
know that I didn't see it in opera- 
tion at Chicago and I certainly 
didn't use anything 
like it at 


Wabash. 
:The shift we first used was from 
a 'T' formation of the backs, with a 
balanced line. 
"Whether that was original with 
us or not, I do not know. Neither do 
I fcnow how we happened to get into 
it. Maybe it was because we didn't 
know any better and just got into 
it, accidentally. 
"I do know that Notre Dame was 
the first team that ever developed 
a full offense from the shift. But 
I'll be hanged if I know who had 
the idea first." 
Harper's Signal System. 


The Notre Dame offense, down to 


Rockne's final year as coach, was 
basically the same as this which 
"just growed" under Harper. More 
than" that, the signal system in 
vogue in Harper's time is still used 
by Notre Dame. Rockne varied it, 
only to fit emergencies. 


"The signal system we used at 


"Wabash wasn't much good for our 
purposes at Notre Dame." Harper 
says, "and I just happened to think 
up another one, which was put into 
use in 1913, Rockne's last year as a 
player." 


In discussing Rockne's career, trie 


Army game of 1913, in which the 
passing combination of Dorais to 
Rockne opened the eyes of eastern 
critics, always has to be mentioned. 
I asked Harper about these passes, 
and what they might do, at the 
present time. 
Passes Good As Ever. 
"They seem to be doing very 
well," he said. "I can tell you that 
they will still go, because I see them 
completed every now and then." 
Dorais, Harper says, was the 
greatest passer he ever saw. 


"Yes, greater than Gipp," he said, 
when the obvious protest was raised. 
"Gipp was a short passer. Dorais 
could toss them out to any distance, 
•with accuracy. There was nothing 
complicated about those passes. 
They merely required perfect exe- 
cution, and this they got from 
Dorais and Rockne." 
The development of the shift by Kockne 
was gradual. As bis teams came along, be 
suited his attack to their physical quali- 
ties 


Thus the "Four Horsemen." who brought 


speed and rhythm into a Notre Dame 
backfleld. were operating with an offen- 
sive that might have looked basically the 
same as that'which was used so effectively 
by Gipp. by Barry and Moharlt 
hy 


Brandy and Wynne, but which was differ- 
ent in the liner points. Similarly, the 1930 
team. Rockne's last, operated with an 
offensive that was, in Harper'." judgment, 
"the most popular and mos<'. beautiful of- 
fcr.se in football." 


"It was the most Complicated, too." says

is easier to explain than how to ac- 
complish the desired results. Par- 
ents often urge children to eat for 
all sorts of reasons which either 
cannot mean anything to them or 
appear to them as trickery. 
If the child doesn't care for spin- 


ach, the fact that this food will 
"make you big nad strong" is entire- 
ly too remote to have any appeal. 
The child who is told that drink- 


ing milk will make her cheeks rosy 
is likely to look into the mirror im- 
mediately after and discover that 
it has done no such thing. Next 
time, the milk will be disdainfully 
refused. 
Telling the child that the bread 


crusts or prunes will make the hair 
curly is soon recognized as a hoax. 
All such "selling talk" is disastrous 
rather than beneficial. 
A child usually is suspicious of 


foods with a new taste. Mothers 
will do well to serve such foods in 
very small quantities and say very 
little about the necessity -of eating 
them. 
Often bribery may be justly and 


successfully resorted to, combined 
•with flisicipline. Require that the 
child eat the required foods before 
he is permitted to have the desired 
familiars.

FIND DECLARING 
JUDGMENT VALID 


Supreme Court Upholds 
Consti t u tionality Of 
1929 Legislative Act. 


County Unable Contract 


With Townships For 


Road Building. 


Nebraska's declamatory judgment 
oct passed by the 1929 state legis- 
lature was upheld in an opinion by 
the state Supreme court Tuesday 
morning in its application to cases 
in which there is an actual contro- 
versy. 
The opinion sustaining the consti- 


tutionality of .the act was included 
in a ruling tfiat counties are with- 
out power to contract with town- 
ships to construct and maintain 
township roads. The opinion was 
written bv Justice Good.' 
Edwin Lynn had asked a decla- 
atory judgment to uetermine the 
power of Kearney county to make 
and execute contracts with the 
townships by -which the county 
•would construct and maintain roads. 
The trial court denied the county 
had i-uch a right and the county 
appealed. 
' Although the trial court's decision 
was sustained with little discussion 
in regard to the contract question, 
the high court opinion went exten- 
sively into the validity of the de- 
claratory judgment act. 


Lair in Doubt. 
Indicating: that part of the court 
had grave doubts as to the validity 
of such a law the opinion traced 
the history of declaratory judg- 
ments- "Where there is an actual 
dispute as to rights, the law is up- 
held. 
"It Is hardly conceivable," says 
the opinion, "that any fundamental 
principle of our government, fce- 
vond legislative control, prevents 
two disputants, each of whom sin- 
cerely believes in the rightfutoess oi 
his own claim, but each of whom 
wishes So abide by the law what- 
ever it may be determined to be. 
irom obtaining adjudication of their 
controversy in the courts without
